Thomas A. lOdiaon is slightly deaf. 
Sonio time ago there apjieared in a St. 
Louis jiaper an account of an in- 
vention by Mr. Leo Ehrlich, the for- 
mer Secretary of the Humane Society, 
designed to enable deaf iiersons to 
hoar. Mr. Ehrlich thought ho had 
accomplished a great work for hiiman- 
it,y, and had sent a sample to 
Edison. A correspondent of the (S'««, 
who had road a dcscrijition of tho in- 
vention, wrote to ask what Mr. Edison 
thought of it, and in order to find out 
what Mr. Edison th^ghtof it Sun 
reporter mounted six flights of stairs 
in the laboratory of tho Kdison elec- 
tric Light (Jompany, at Aveinio V> 
and Seventeenth street. 

Mr. Edison was found amid a maze 
telegraphic, toloplionic, electrical, 
illnnunnting, and other ajijiaratns in 
a big'room smelling strongly of acids. 
Ho 'has grown a little stout .since he 
he came to New York to live, und his 
always good-natured face looked even 
jollier than whoii he nscd to scream 
jokes into the jihonograpli to liear 
them echoed back by the turn of a 
crank. 

"1 came to .ask how you liko tiio in- 
vention of Mr. Ehrlich," said tho re- 
porter

Editor .Touiinal : — As it is some 
tinio since my mute friends have heard 
from mo, I thought I would send them 
a letter through your paper to let 
thorn all know that the old saying is 
not truo with mo, " Out of sight, out 
of mind," for I often think of these, 
my silent friends, and why should I 
over forget them, wliou in my own 
family I have my Leonora and my 
Willie, who aro counted among the 
number of mutes. I left my home 
in Brooklyn two months ago from to- 
day ; went to Boston, Mass., to see my 
son inlaw, H. R. Tifft, whose wife and 
daughter aro abroad, and have been 
for over two years. Mr. Tiflft went 
with them and remained abroad sixteen 
months. He expects to return to his 
family in Paris soon. During the 
summer months they leave Franco and 
travel in foreign lands. Thoy are now 
in Austria. Leonora (now Mrs. J. W. 
Pratt) has greatly missed her sister 
and niece, but sho has not been as 
lonely as sho .might havo been if it 
was not for her Willie, as she loves to 
call him, who is all that a real 
devoted husband can be. So 
their young lives glide along 
peacofully in tho homo of Mr. and 
Mrs. G."W. Pratt, of Middletown^ 
Conn. They aro away part of their 
time at Wallingford, Conn., as Mr. 
Pratt has a contract .-vt tho Saohett 
Manufacturing Company shop there. 
They usually go to Middletown each 
Saturday .and return on Monday, and 
tliere they put up at the Mnrr.\v 
House, where they havo w.irm friends 
(about as warm as the weather we aro 
now having). After visiting my son- 
in law at tho United States Hotel in 
Boston, some of my old friends called 
on mo there, and then I went to the 
elegant home of Nathan llobbiiw, an 
old schoolmate of mine, who began 
his early life with hard work and toil, 
and has amassed a largo fortune, and 
now ho is ono of tho wealthiest men 
in Boston.

tried, oh, so hard, to have Mrs. Pratt go 
with me, telling her I would defray all 
expenses, but no, she could not leave 
her husb.and. So, dear friends, yon 
see when our dear ones marry they 
think more of one another than .any 
one else. Well, that is all riglit as it 
should bo. 

I will not weary you with .anything 
else, only to wish you all every bless- 
ing that a good, true life brings.

The pupils of the Philadelphia Insti- 
tution, who havo been spending their 
vacation in this city and vicinity, re- 
turn to school on Wednesday next, 
September 3d.

We have it on excellent authority 
that W. A. Bond, editor of the Xntion- 
al DmJ-Mute Leader, was in town on 
business in tho early part of July. 

A deaf-mute who witnessed the of- 
fence against the law, oven though he 
cannot hear, is neverthless an (n)ear 
witness — Scranlon Trufli, Auffii^i 25. 

We understand that Miss "Kramer, 
until late a pupil at Philadelphia, left 
school to return no more. 

It was rumored that E. W. Ji. 
North, who left College suddenly in 
the early p.irt of last Pall, on account 
of ill healthfiiad lost his reason, and 
was consequently ai inmate of the 
Norristown Insane Asylum. Dame ru- 
mor is wrong, we are happy to say, as 
Mr. North is enjoying himself to his 
heart's content at Lavallotte, N. J., 
and expects to return to his Alinit 
Mat or by September 15tb. 

Peter Docker, the "tourist," is in 
town. 

Mrs. Jes.se O. Dolph, ncc Burge, 
came all the way from Waymart to at- 
tend her brother's funeral, and loft for 
homo about a week later. From her 
we learned that her husband is doing 
well on his farm. 

We are not aware that James G. 
Blaine, undisputftbly our future presi- 
dent, was a teacher of tho deaf at Phila- 
delphia in his younger days. All we 
know about his Philadelphia career, is 
that he taught the blind there, and 
was a stauncli friend of Messrs. Foster 
and Benjamin Pettengill. 

The following which may interest 
Profs. Bell and Greouberger, and 
others that favor the Oral Method, .ip- 
poarer in the Scranton Jicpuliliraii. of 
some time ago : 

"Few readers of the Republican 
are familiar with the progress that has 
been made in the oral method for the 
deaf, which was organized last year. 
The school was first projected by Mr. 
Henry Beliu, Jr., in August la.st, and 
on September 10th. opened in the Cha 
pel of the Gorman Methodist Church. 
A few weeks later organization was 
effected, and vested in tho following 
Committee : Hon. Alfred Hand, Chair- 
man ; Henry Berlin, Jr., Secretary and 
Treasurer ; Rev. S. C. Logan, D.D., 
Rev. T. R. Beebor, Rov. J. B. Pendle- 
ton, Hon. L. A. Watres, William Corn- 
nell, Hou.F. W. Gunster, Charles H. 
Wolls, W. T. Smith, Col. Henry M. 
Boies. E. B. Sturges. U. J. Matthews. 
John Jermyu, J. C. Phitt. Those gen- 
tlemen put the Institution on a i\v\\\ 
footing, and sine© that time the results 
have been in the greatest degree satis- 
factory. When the School was open 
ed, there was an onrollment of twelve 
pupils. Through sickness, mental <! 
ficieney and other causes, three of li 
children have left the Institution ; but 
the report for the school ycarijnst cloa 
ed shows that the number enrolled has 
boon increased to thirteen while the 
Hverago attendance is ton. Eleven of 



the pupils reside in Scranton, one in 
Minooka and one in Pleasant Valley. 
The School is under tho supervision of 
Miss Mary Allen, who is an enthusiast 
to the requirements of her position. 

"The method of instruction is entire- 
ly oral — all sign language being ig- 
nored, and the pupils are taught arti- 
ficial articulation and lip-reading. 
They are also taught to road their 
books, to perform simple mental cal- 
culations and to write, spelling and 
punctuating correctly. 

"It must not be supposed, luJwever, 
that these children havo as yet ac- 
quired any groat amount of profi- 
ciency in their studies. Nothing more 
than a beginning is claimed for thcjn. 
The school is comjiaratively new, and 
the development must necessarily be 
slow. But to one who has watche 
with interest the increasing discern- 
ing powers of these unfortunates who 
have been excluded, cither by disease 
or birthright, from the usual means 
of obtaining knowledge, their progress 
during the brief time the school has 
been in operation, is quite marvelous, 
and it attests tho superior advantages 
of the or.il pl.in. 

" Some of the pupils already com- 
mand a vocabulary of perhaps one 
hundred and fifty words, and in ad- 
dition to these, thoy can speak and 
understand a number of sentences, be- 
sides being able to write legibly every- 
thing thoy speak and to count and add 
small numbers. Tho advanced schol 
ars havo read about twenty-five pages 
of Munroe's First Header. Two of 
the girls in this school have sufficient 
hearing to enable them to distinguish 
a vowel sound. Their sense of hear- 
ing is being especially appealed to, 
and with such effect that if ono 5'f 
them continues to improve .as she has 
done, there is no doubt that in a year 
or two she will be able to be taught 
with healing children. 

"So far, the'results of the Scranton 
Oral School for the deaf may be class- 
ed as highly gratifying, and such as 
insure that its pupils may eventually 
be taken through the entire curri- 
culum of a common school or collegiate 
education by this wonderful system of 
teaching. And if ono considers in ad

President Tilling 
bast's a'ldress was a mere nothing, and 
consisted in eulogizing the officers for 
work done during the interim between 
the pretrent and the last meeting, and 
did not even say what duties they had 
been engaged in. The secretary wss 
the only officer who read a report 
which proved be had devoted time and 
attention for the benefit of the As- 
sociation. The Convention, also, was 
conducted in the most unparliamen- 
tary way, notwithstanding that the 
president was re-elected because of his 
"capacity" and "experience."' In fact, 
when disorder began, he sank into a 
chair anr] gave the btirden of his office 
to the vice president, and in justice to 
the latter, we must say he did the best 
he could under the circumstances. At 
one time there were four on their feet 
on the platform, and it was hard to 
tell which was the presiding officer. 
We say this without ill-feeling, but for 
the purpose of allowing the members of 
the association to see their convention 
as ontaiders saw it, and we hope they 
will take the hint and study the rules 
I'-ntary u«»ge before the next 
II occurs.

Kvery one who 
aaw the or^lerly and int«lligent man- 
agement, the strict adherence to con- 
vention rules and convention courtesy, 
mast naturally have formed the im- 
preaston that deaf-mutes when edu- 
eated are a clever, clear-minded and 
progres«To class of people.

Twenty \enrM ago, there wan a Hludent in tho 
Hheftleld Heieiitlllc Hi^hool of Yale Oollege, wlin 
WIIH .T heady partially deaf, and who mxin hecaino 
I iiliii ly HO lie liHil heeii I'dni-iited partly among 
tho ihiif ; hut the olmtacle of deafnoHH had not 
riBen ho high yi^t that ho waa comi>elled to turn 
away from the collegiat.e advantagen then only 
lo liu enjoyed anioiig tli« luinriiig. lie carvoil 
hlH motto (ill tlio Hill of tlio window by which liu 



opened an an«av lalioriitorv, no ono would go to 
him. Hut in afow yeniH lie wan iiiiide ehcmiMt 
to the (lould A Ciiri'v Mine, llien the '•Itouanza 
of tho racillc coaHt. He Iuih Mince Btudied in 
Oermanv, obtaining the liiglieHl degree, mtiwia 
cmii lamU; and to-dav IioUIh a hipli place iu New 
York Hceintiilc circlcH, and all thiM through tli<» 
hIeMHing <if Ood upon earncHt and thoniugli liv- 
bor. The name of Oitlcon Moore muy lll^ iiH fil- 
niiliar to you an that of IiIm brotlier. Harry H. 
Moore, itotli teach the deaf to take a« their mot, 
to: " What man haH done, man can do."

In one respect, indited, wo aro liolploMS. TKio 
great moaiiH in preparing um for tho battle t)f 
life Im l'",ducation. and fiU' an education we mu>jt 
depend on tho good-will of those among whom 
our lot iH ciiHt. I speak of the true dmf-viuli'i', 
tliofc born doaf or early deprived of hearing. 
To thorn the language of the lips in an empty 
motion, hooks and paperM and writing are niean- 
inglcHs marks. The barrier in their path is 
inHurmountable hy tlioir own unaided efTorts. I 
never lioivrd of a true deaf-mut(^, bowcer bright 
hia talents, however fervent and <! iduriiig his 
energy, who wmi for liim.ielf an education, like 
HO many illustrioUM iianicM among tlic hearing. ^ 
We are at the mercy of the bearing communi- 
ty for onr Btart in the pathway of knowledge and 
HucccMs, and wo who liave progrcsHod more or 
loHH far on that path may very properly look 
hack, and for the good of other deaf-mute people 
in unborn generaUmiH, we may anBort and plead 
the need of larger educational facililios, and may 
even cxpi«HH onr opinion ImBcd upon onr actual 
experience of life what sort of training, what 
method of iiiHtrnctiou is best adapted to prepare 
a deaf-mute for the arduous ascent of the Hill 
of DiHicnlty. 

And keen an in onr feeling of the nood of an 
oduoation, ho deep Hliould ho our gratitude to 
those who havo assiHted us iu procuring ho great 
a hoon. Hiiice our lant convention there has 
passed away from this life one who hold the 
most prominent Heat in tlie cimncilM of the Insti- 
tutiou, which is the Alum Mali'f of most of us, 
as he lield tho higliest place on the bench of the 
Slate, and who was IHIv among the first of our 
Honorary Members— (iliief ,:nstice Hliar.ovood. 

Death has also removed one of our Honorary 
Members who was in closer relalion I'l the deaf, 
Mr. McWhorter, Principal of the Western reiin- 
Hvlvania Institution, a man of mnoU ability, as 
hIiowii in various flolda — • IlliuolH, Ijoiiisiaua, 
and hero. 

And on coming here, on visiting tho Institu- 
tion at llroad and Tine Streets, you miss the be- 
loved faces, the clasj) of the hearty and friendly 
hands of the principal and luatiim, who for so 
many years themselves cbildlcHs, wore father and 
motlie'r to sncli a host of Bturdy children -Mr. 
Koster and Miss KIrhy. Though retired from 
HcUve duty, they are still spared to enjoy a well- 
earned l«isure. " I.ong may they enjoy it ! 

Our Kirst Oonvention nut while tho IVosideiit 
of the iriiited States was lying low under a 
felon stroke, the second occupant of that high 
oflloe to feel tho assassin's bullet, rennsylvania 
was the llrst Statu whono troopw reached Iho 
National Capital in response to l.iiiiMiln's call; 
from the Capital of rennsylvania, we Hcnt our 
profound Hym|)atliy to tho dying bed of Oar- 
flold. I'rofound ivh was the indigimllon felt, 
the coiirso of law was sillterod to proceed in 
due majesty, despite the ravings of the wretched 
inurdor<ir. 'J'he ter n for which (larllold was elect- 
ed iH now expiring, and tlie sovereign people arii 
considering whom to call, to take the liigli trust 
of their Chief IMiigistrate. I'arty politics have no 
plaC9 in this Convention — Uepulilican or Demo- 
crat, l'"ree Trade or rrotcctionist, llutlerite or 
I'roliiliitionist— no man can rise in this hall and 
urge Ins partisan views, nor will 1 set the example. 
iJnt HH 1 have maintainod that individnal effort 
is both iieceKsary to personal success and helpful 
to ollierH among the deaf, so would I urge niwii 
yon a deep feeling of individual responsibility as 
(■iti/.ens, a |well-consiiIered. delilM>ratii and stead- 
fast course of action. Look to what will best 
nniintnin tlie Bafety, welfare and honor to this 
great Ue]mblic, what will elevate the Htandard of 
tho (Jivil Service, maintain the honorable charac- 
ter of the Ooverninent in the payment ot its 
obligations, atone as far as possibli^ for the 
wrongs done for years t ) the negro, and for 
centuries to the Indian, and keep the country as 
peaceful and as active as we love to see the great 
oceans that heat on her coasts. And not in this 
em«r({ency alone, but in every occasion of life, 
bear m mind that you aro constituent members 
of the liall-stoneH, however hunihle and obscure, 
yet essential, in that groat fabric Ood is riiiBing 
in the western World.

Dr. Syle said it was unfortunate, as 
he coxM not give them any more 
money; and he read to them from the 
Hiblo: " If any man shall network, 
neither shall he eat." They conclud- 
ed to try, and he had them tauglit. to 
plait grass into strings, whicn the 
Chinese passed through the square 
holes in the centres of their copper 
coins. ' ♦ 

Rev. F. J. Cloro proaohod an elo- 
quent and interesting sermon. 

After the service. Holy Communion 
was celebrated, almost a hundred 
participating. 

Just as the deaf-mutes filed out of 
the church, a speaking couple civme in 
and requested to be united in marriage.
